Tlio usual transfer from tlio ship to a 
tug was made in Southampton buy, and a 
landing effected with but little trouble 
antl loss of lime.

IHlaokwnod's Magazine, | 
In tho Kaaba, the most ancient and re- 
markable building of the- great mosque 
at Mecca, is preserved a miraculous stone, 
with the print of Abraham's feet im- 
pressed upon it. It is said by Moham- 
medan tradition to be the identical stone 
which served the patriarch as a scaffold 
when he helped fshmael to rebuild the 
Kaaba, which had been originally con 
structed by Seth, and was afterward de- 
stroyed by the deluge. While Abraham 
stood upon this stone it rose and sank 
with him as he built the walls of tho sa- 
cred edifice. 

The relic is said to bo a fragment of the 
same gray .Mecca stono of which the 
whole building is constructed, in this re- 
spect differing from the famous black 
stone brought, to Abraham and Ishmaol 
by the angel Gabriel, and built into the 
northeast corner of the exterior wall of 
the Kaaba, which is generally supposed 
to be either a meteorite or fragment of 
volcanic basalt it is supposed to have 
been originally a jacinth of dazzling 
whiteness, but to have been made black 
as ink by the touch of sinful man, and 
can only recover its it original purity and 
brilliancy at the day of judgment. 

The millions of kisses aiid touches im- 
pressed by the faithful have worn the sur- 
face considerably; but, in addition to this, 
traces of cup shaped hollows have been 
observed on iL There can be no doubt 
!!i!i! both relics associated with Abraham 
are of high antiquity, and may possibly 
have belonged lo the prehistoric worship 
which marked Me en as a sacred site long 
before the followers of the prophet had 
set up their shrine there. 



(New York Sun Interview. 1 
Of late, " one of tho best-known thcat- 
ach_ insertion. p T '\ca\ agents in this city said recently, 
"actors have far less trouble in arranging 
for dates out of town than formerly. In 
fact, I may say that the system of rout- 
ing and booking has undergone u com- 
plete chtmgo. No longer than seven 
years ago the old system prevailed. I n 
tier it hardly any sot " 
went on the road. 1 can say, without 
being in the least immodest, that 1 was 
the first agent, to adopt the present sys- 
tem. I based it on that pursued by n 
New York theatre, which sent many 
companies on the road. From the family 
which managed the establishment 1 got 
the fundamental principles of the present 
system. I have it down to such a tine 
point that if I am asked to book and 
route a company 1 can tell in a few min 
utcs what dates and places are open for 
it. " 

"How do you manage that?" we 
asked. 

"1 will explaia Through my acquaint- 
ance with managers, 1 iiave tho sole 
agency for about a hundred theatres. To 
carry out my system it was necessary that 
I should be sole agent for them here. 
Otherwise it would be- impossible for me 
to lay out routes by a glance at ray books. 
To begin with, I have a theatre in each of 
tho large cities in tie country. In some 
sections there are circuits, as for instance, 
the Vermont the Texas, the California 
circuit, and lam in close relation with the 
representatives of these. I by no moans, 
however, always include such circuits in 
the routes I lay ouL Besides theatres in 
largo cities, I have good show towns be- 
tween them. For instance. 1 have on 
my list tnn New York cities, the same 
number in Ohio, seven in Indiana, six in 
Pennsylvania ,and so on. Let me give you 
an illustration as to bow quickly 1 can 
route a combination or star. The lirst 
time 1 had dealings with one of my stars 
she came up to me and saitl 
for next season isn't 

you to lay out a new route for me. 1 
leave for California tomorrow. What 
are your terms?' 

"'I will lay out a route for you.' I re- 
plied, 'if vou will lea e everything in my 
bands. When you como back from Cali- 
fornia I will show you the route, and you 
will find my terms reasonable.' 

"Hcfore she left that afternoon for Cali- 
fornia I had her route laid out, and she 
was booked for all the theatres on tho 
route. How do I manage it? Fll show 
you. In this book, " opening a long book, 
"I have on every page every date in the 
year, with a blank space after each date. 
Every page belongs to a theatre, the thea- 
tres being arranged according to slates. 
I can tell by a glance at each pi-go bow 
many dates are open for the theatre repre- 
sented by that page. Here is Cleveland 
— tilled you see, from Aug. 2-1, 
1880, to June 21, 18S(i. Now.' 
suppose I want to book an attrac- 
tion for some date later than .Tune 21, 
18N6, in Cleveland I lelegraph to the 
manager the name of the attraction, the 
time, and terms There is it possibility 
that we may differ on terms antl have to 
adjust them by wire. But I know what 
ideas the different managers have in re- 
gard to terms, anil usually get an affirma- 
tive answer to my first telegram. In ad- 
dition to my book, in which each page is 
devoted to n theatre, I have tables con- 
sis ting of a pago like those in the book, 
| wasted on cardboard. Each of these 
tables is devoted to a star or combination. 
I have sixteen all told. Now. look at this 
table. On it you will find the roate of n 
star actress mapped out. As a rule I 
start my attraction in New York and 
wind up in New York. " 

"But if you have to make routes for 
sixteen attractions, " said the reporter. "I 
should think the late comers would be 
hard to satisfy. " 

"There are no late comers among my 
regular sixteen attractions, because I book 
them all in December for the next vcar. 
Besides the routes differ in character. 
Here, for instance, is a route for a play in 
which a well known actor starred up to 
Inst season. He tnkes another play this 
season, so his old play goes on 



Skcond-growth Clover. — Tho sec 
ond growth of tho common red clover 
is not generally more than one-third 
the bulk of tlio first, but where its 
seed will ripen it is ono of the most 
profitable that tho farmer can grow. 
Two to live bushels of clover seed per 
acre following a crop of hay cut in 
June are as profitable as any gruin 
crop.

Small Bundles Best. — In binding 
pram most people make too large bun- 
dles. The grain can be handled more 
rapdily when done in .smaller packages, 
and the larger size requires less twine 
to bind a field where the self-binding 
reaper is used. But these advantages 
are more than offset in a cool harvest 
by the difficulty in drying out the cen- 
tres of large sheaves, which sometimes 
have to be unbound. Tho self-binding 
machines take weeds and thistles into 
the bundles as well as grain. When 
binding by hand these are thrown out, 
and though they afterwards come in 
with the raking it is only when they 
have been thoroughly dried. 

Early Fattening ok Hous. — So 
long as pigs will get their living run- 
ning in an orchard, with only a little 
thin swill as drink, many fanners think 
this the best method of keeping them. 
Later on they will stuff twenty to 
fifty bushels of good corn down these 
hogs at an enormous waste to mako 
them fat. A small pail of this feed now 
would keep the pigs in thrifty condi- 
tion, and tho fattening after would be 
done with much greater profit. Corn,

grown in the orchard and the pigs turn- 
ed on tint stubble after the bulk of 
the crop is off, the pigs will thrive, the 
applo trees and the apple crop will be 
benefited, and the peas will probably 
pay better under the shade of a bearing 
orchard than any other crop that can 
be grown there.

A New Fuel for steamers. 

London, Sept. 3.— An important 
series of experiments has long been in 
progress at Middlesborough, a large 
coal port in Yorkshire, with the view 
of utilizing oil waste from chemical 
works instead of coal as fuel for steam- 
ers. The experiments are now said to 
be successfully completed, and it is 
claimed that the new invention will re- 
volutionize the ocean carrying trade. 
Several steamers plying between Eng- 
lish and Mediterranean ports have 
made round trips by the use of the 
new fuel exclusively, and the engineers 
report excellent results. The oil tanks 
occupy but little room, and the fuel 
costs only half as much as coal.

licenses, advertising, stage furniture, aud

"1 suppose you consider, in making up 
your routes, how the attractions did tho 

previous season?"

"Are not some sections of the country 
better to show in than others?"

THE ELECTRIC LIGHT. 

v. is We cannot agree with our morning 
contemporary in its estimate of the rela- 
tive value of the electric light and gaa. 
The former ia Buperior as an illuminator 
to gas, as any ono who will call to mind 
the dark and dismal condition of the 
Btreets when the Victoria Gas Co. had 
the public by the throat and made It pay 
exorbitant rateB for an ineffective service, 
can testify. A return to gas lamps (wo 
mean such as were in uso horo for a 
quarter of a century) would bo to tako a 
• long atop backwards towards the dark 
ages. If the ark was lighted with gas it 
was gonerated by the Rock Bay plant or 
one like it. It may bo that the electric 
light is moro expensive than gas; but it is 
infinitely better, and casts its rays over a 
larger area than the old-fashioned method 
of illumination was wont to do. The cir- 
cumstances attending the taking over of 
the plant by the city have nothing to do 
with its valuo as an illuminator, 
which is far and away superior to 
the "previous method in use here 
No doubt Councillor Ward actod con- 
scientiously in declining to sign a chock 
for the purchase of the plant; but did he 
set constitutionally) Unless the resolu- 
tion of the council can be shown to be 
beyond their powers the councillor has no 
alternative, lie must sign or retire frum 
the finance committee. We are not pre- 
pared to say that tho councillor is logu.lly 

, wrong; but we aro strongly inclined to 
think that ho is bound to comply with tho 
command of tho majority of the council 
unless to obey it would render him amen- 
able to tho law, in which case tho mayor 
and all the councillors would be equally 
liable. It is not for us to decido upon the 
legal niceties of tho question. That we 
have not attempted; but when it is sought 
to bo shown that the electric lsght us now 
supplied is not hotter than gas we must he 
counted witli those who "cannot see the 
matter in that light. " The electric light 
is a success, and we would strongly urge 
on the city tho importance and necessity 
of extending its usefulness by the erec- 
tion of at least two additional towers on 
convenient eminences.

THE CANADIAN PACIFIC RAILWAY THE CAROLINE TROUBLE. 



A Prophetic Glance nt its 
Future. 

A Dream that Will Soon be 
Kesili/.cd, 



[The Railway Afju, Chicago, Aug. 2»Ul], 
This great enterprise is rapidly looming 
into prominence as it approaches comple- 
tion. It has alroady begun to bo folt as an 
important factor in American railway 
operations, and is destined to oxert avast 
influonce upon tho movements of traffic 
population and tho development of terri- 
tory, affecting not only Canada but thu 
United States also. The proportions of 
tho enterprise aro vast indeed. They 
compriso a great trunk railway .' in At- 
lantic tide-water at Montreal westward 
through Ontario and around tho desolate 
and rock-bound northern shore of Lake 
Superior, to tho prairios of Manitoba; 
thence over tho plains, as yet almost un- 
trodden by white men, to the Rocky 
Mountains and on, over their Forbidding 
heights and tho still moro tremendous 
rock walls of tho Selkirk range, into 
British Columbia and thence to the waters 
of the Pacific ocean at Port Moody, an 
appalling distance of 2,81)2 miles, lie- 
sides, this system comprises branches in 
Ontario, Manitoba and beyond, already 
aggregating over 1,000 miles, and making 
with the main line a grand total of about 
•1,000 miles already completed or rearing 
completion. On tho main line 2,720 
miles of track aro now laid, leaving only 
about 170 to be finished, and early in 
October the last rail will be in place and 
tho dream — which long seemed only the 
fabrication of a diseased brain — of a trans- 
continental railway on Canadian territory, 
will bo reali/.ed. Tho actual opening of 
the road f or through traffic will, however, 
be doforrod until after tho coming winter 
to allow the completion of all necessary 
adjuncts to tho conveyance of passengers 
and freight, but early in the spring the 
Canadian Pacific Railway will be actively 
in tho field as a competitor with all the 
American lines for business not only from 
ocean to ocean, but from Europe to Asia. 
Meantime tho gap around Lake Superior 
has already been filled, and in a few weeks 
trains will commonco running from Mon- 
treal to Winnipeg, a long journey of near- 
ly 1,500 miles, and from Wintroeg the 
traveller may 

CONTINUE ON IN IIIS SLEEPIN'Q CAR, 

a thousand milosmore over tho plains and 
into the mountains. 

Meantime, also, tho Canadian PaciSc 
is actively competing with tho Grand 
Trunk for the business of the older parts 
of Canada and of tho United Stato9, and 
its trains now run from Montreal to Ot- 
tawa, Toronto and St. Thomas, where 
they connect with tho Michigan Central, 
a sleeping car running through from To- 
ronto to Chicago. 

When, or whether ever the Canadian 
Pacific railway will pay direct roturns on 
the immense amount of capital which it 
has cost aro questions about which opin- 
ions widely differ. Certainly, wlien one 
considers that tho entire population of 
Canada, Indians and all, is less thnn 
5,000,000, and that this great lititi passes 
through a country almost uninhabited, 
and to some extent uninhabitable, it 
aeoms evident that years must elapse be- 
fore tho road can be self-sustaining, and 
yet tho marvelous growth of our own 
Northwest and of Manitoba, under tho 
stimulating influence of railways, teaches 
us that it is dangorous, in this ago, to 
prophosy. 

Listoning to the glowing statements of 
tho vice-presidont and general manager, 
Mr. Van Home, one cannot fail to catch 
gome of his enthusiasm and to see yroat 
possibilities for this daring enterprise. 
With eloquent onorgy this born leader of 
difficult undertakings pictures population 
flowing into the vast prairies and founding 
a now empire, almost in a day; with sta- 
tistics and 'ho testimony of experience he 
seems to demonstrate that every square 
mile along the line has wealth of soil or 
forest or mine, that tho climate is su- 
premely adapted to tho development of 
healthful, vigorous men, and that grains 
and vegetables thrive on the most arid 
parts of thu plains, unharmed by the 
early frosts and unchecked by the long 
winters; with photographs and vivid 
word pictures he shows the wonderful va- 
riety of Bcenory which will delight the 
tourist along the journey — the lake re- 
gion of Ontario, the rock and forest wil- 
derneaa of the Lako Superior country, tho 
fertile fields of the Red rivor region, tho 
plains on whoso wide stretches civiliza- 
tion ia aucceeding barbarism, the wonder- 
ful regions of mountains, with their walls 
thousands of feet high, their waterfalls 
and glucier3 and avalanches, and then the 
softer features and milder climate of the 
Pacific slope; and when, after proving the 
capacity of tho country traversed to fur-* 
nish ample local traffic ho quietly alludes 
to tho groat traffic between Great Britain 
and India, China, Japan and Australia, 
which must seok this route because it is 
hundrcda of miles the shortest, tho listener 
feols his doubts vanish and his visions of 
the future expand.

tion of the undertaking up to its comple- 
tion. 

Whatever its ultimate valuo as a busi- 
ness enterprise, tho Canadian Pacific rail- 
way is certainly going to provide liberal 
things for the public who will get the ben- 
efit of its existence. It is thoroughly a 
modern American railway of the best class, 
in construction and equipment. Its build- 
ers have had the benefit of the combined 
experience of the railway world, and 
starting new, without old patterns and old 
methods to interfere wirh their design, 
they aro able to proceod upon the plan of 
getting the best of everything. Tho 
equipment of the Canadian Pacific is re- 
markably excellent and beautiful. Loco- 
motives, sleeping cars, dining cars, coaches 
of all classes, and ail other equipment and 
appliances show tho results of the adop- 
tion of high standards, followed by lavish 
expenditures of money. Perhaps the 
most sumptuous and expensive sleeping 
and dining cars in existence are those 
which arc about to commence doing duty 
between Montreal and Winnipeg.

Madrid, Sept. 14. — General Salmanca 
declared to-day that he had no intention 
of offending Germany in giving up hia 
decoration of the Order of the Red E'igle, 
which had been conferred upon him by 
Emperor William. 

Madrid, Sept. 14. — Admiral Bobodilla 
has issued a circular to tho officers of tho 
navy instructing them to toll their men 
that the government has asked for an of- 
i cial report from Manilla, which, he says, 
I will doubtless dispol the cloud over their 
{ brother officers at Yap. 

London, Sept. Vi. — The noto of Senor 
Elduayen, Spanish foreign minister, to 
Prince Bismarck, claims Spanish sover- 
eignty over the Carolines on tho ground 
of discovery, exploration, missionary 
work, protection, recognition by tho na- 
tives an'd the existence of Spanish trading 
posts. 

Madrid, Sept. 13. — The German gov- 
ernment appears disposed to insist that 
tho dispute concerning the Caroline 
islands be submitted to arbitration. 
Spain is negotiating for tho purchaso of 
two men-of-war, which are being built in 
England for tho Chinese government. 
The British vice consul at San Sebas- 
tian has offered to protect the German 
consul there in the event of another 
riot. 

Bkui.in, Sept, 13 —Count Bonomar, 
tho Spanish ambassador, has received a 
Spanish courier bearing a complete apol- 
ogy from Spain to Germany for the in- 
sults to thu German embassy. It ia 
stated that the German steamer Nachti- 
gal, which sailed under orders to touch 
at Corunna and Fernando, has just boon 
ordered to stop at Plymouth and await 
instructions. Prince Bismarck will re- 
turn to Berlin this week.

Paris, Sept. 14 — General Do Courcey, 
commanding the Freoth troops in Annam, 
telegraphs to-day to tho minister of war 
that Channong has been proclaimed as 
tho new king of Annam, and entered tho 
royal palace to-day. 

SPAIN. 

Madrid, Sept. 14. — There were 1010 
new cases of cholera and (!25 deathu re- 
ported throughout Spain yeBtorday. 

FRANCE. 
Toulon, Sept. 14. — Not a single death 
was reported hero from cholera last night. 
Shops aro reopening and refugoil are re- 
turning to the city. There nre only 71 
cases of cholera at prosent under treat- 
ment. 

CHINA. 

London, Sept. 14. — A Chinese lonn of 
840,000,000 has been negotiated in Paris 
and Uerlm for the construction of a rail- 
way from Taku to Tung Chow, 12 miles 
south cif Pekin. A Manchester firm has 
obtained tho contract fur building tho 
road. 

ENGLAND. 
London, Sept. 14. — Tho examination 
of the defendants in the Eliza Armstrong 
case was resumed to-day. Mrs. Brough- 
ton, who, it is alleged, conducted tho sale 
of the girl, denied that Eliza was Botd, 
and declared that she expooted £4 from 
Mrs. Jarrott in consideration for past 
kindness. 

The testimony of Mrs. Broughton in 
the Armstrong case was finished this aftor- 
noon. The magistrate frequently told 
Stead that his que3tions were irrelevant. 
Mr. Stead smiled complacently whenever 
he thought ho had scored a point. 'I ho 
evidence of Mrs. Broughton, however, 
was not. materially shaken. Mrs. Arm- 
strong was the next witness, wtio testified 
that she had objected to her daughter en- 
tering service, because she required hor 
at home. 

Tho Times to-day says: The statement 
will bo read with interest that we have 
the presence of tho chief justice of tho 
United States among us. It is regretted, 
thongh, that tho time of year prevents 
concerted action respecting his visit being 
i taken on the part of the different inns of 
court.

— Advices from Tam- 
atavo say that the Italian consul, having 
failed in his mediation between tho Sovai 
and the French, the latter are resuming 
hostilities and have bombarded Marran- 
jura.

Great BDi'sJ rsa<rttioii of Crops in 
Dakota. 

The unpleasant weather of the past two 
weeks culminated in a snowstorm at Dead- 
wood, Dakota, on Saturday morning. The 
thermometer has ranged from 50° to 00°, 
and more ur less rain has fallen daily for 
Homo time. The outlook for grain is 
gloomy in the extreme. Four-fifths of all 
the crops aro cut, and the bulk is lying 
on the ground heating and growing. 
Much that is stacked is being destroyed 
even for feed. Probably no threshing 
can bo done yet, and it begins to look as 
though there would bo nothing to thresh. 
Prices have advanced materially, and few 
sales are made at any price.

ItlOT AT IICISII UACES. 

The Horse and Jor.key of an 
Odious Landlord mobbed— 
A Free Fight. 

Nkw York, Sept. 13. — Kilrush, on the 
Shannon, county Clare, Ireland, was the 
scene of tremendous excitement and riot- 
ing yesterday, at the races there for the 
Kilrush and Clare plates. For several 
days past bitter complaints have been 
made through this part of Ireland against 
obnoxious landlord who devote thomselves 
to horse-racing. To-day the following 
notice was posted in flaming letters in tho 
streets and on fences, for miles about: 
"Mon of Claro I Aro you going to allow 
these vile instruments of landlord tyranny, 
Tom Sheedy and Charley Martin, who 
carried their death sentence to so many of 
our brethren, notably to Mrs. McToney, 
who perished after her eviction, to run 
their horses, Harkaway and Stolla filly, 
in tho people's race f If so you sharo in 
their infamy. Show yourselves men, and 
bo there to prevent it, aa the scoundrels 
are defying you. God Save Ireland I" 

Thouaands who wore present at the 
Limerick races, just ended, arrived horo 
to witness tho sport. The racecourse was 
lined by enormous crowds of angry mon, 
women and children, yelling and brand- 
ishing shillalaa, and everybody felt that 
a big fight was to come off. The owners 
of tho horses about to run resorted to 
strategy to avoid tho vengeance of tho 
populace. Sheedy disguised his horse 
Harkaway by painting its legs white and 
its iioso jet black, and tho ridor did not 
wear his owner's usual colors. In this 
extraordinary disguise Harkaway started, 
run tho race and returned to tho paddock 
without any hostile demonstration. 

A PUKE KIOHT. 
Encouraged by tho success of this de- 
vice, Mr. Martin disguised his filly in a 
similar manner, painting her all over a 
reddish brown. Stella filly wn» to start in 
tho last race, but was ridden by Lynch, an 
unpopular jockey of the county, who 
was soon recognized by tho crowd, in spite 
of the precaution taken to change tho 
racing colors. Tho filly and rider were 
at once hailed with a storm of groans, 
biases and yells. Tho greatest confusion 
prevailed at the starting post, and a free 
light ensue- 1 .. Tho wild soon'; reached its 
climax at the first fence, when tho jockey 
and the filly wero assailed with sticks and 
stones. Lynch wus knocked off tho horse 
and dragged about on the ground, where 
tho people jumped on him. Hia head wus 
cut open and ho narrowly escaped with 
his life. Another jockey was struck on 
tho head with a stone, which left a largo 
gaping wound. All tho jockeys were torn 
off their horses, and kicked and dragged 
about. A real old fashioned shindy took 
place all over tho course. Hundreds of 
heads wero smashed. No ono was killed. 
By a curious coincidence Capt. Boycott 
had ahorse running in the samo race, and 
hia jockey and animal escaped unharmed 
in the melee. 

Tlie Yacht Knee. 

Tho rnce between tho Puritan and 
Gonesta came off at New York on Mon- 
day, and was won by tho Puritan. The 
sea waa smooth and tho wind about 
ten-mile. At no time during tho raco 
did tho Geueata lead. The starting signal 
was given at 10:114, and instantly the two 
boats began to move through the water. 
Tho Puritan under all plain sail was off 
first and crossed the lino a little ahead of 
the Genesta. Sho seemed to move a 
little tho quickest at first, but then tho 
Genesta get a breath of wind and ran up 
to her rival. Both vessels stood on a 
short tack to tho Long Island shore, thon 
the Gonesta suddenly whirled about on a 
long fuck for the island shoro. A few 
seconds later tho Puritan went about in 
pursuit . 

The scene presented by the yachts and 
steamers as they passed Sandy Hook was 
a notably picturesque ono. Tho Puritan, 
with effery shoot of canvas spread, led tho 
procession ; behind her canio steamers 
with varied colored flags abovo their 
decks, and tho yachts with white Bails. 
Tho Genesta followed at some distance 
bohind, also undet full sail. She swept 
along with hardly, if any, les3 speed than 
tho Puritan. The red caps of her Bailors 
made them discernible. The wind be- 
coming steady, at six miles per hour, tho 
Puiitaii appeared to gain on hor rival. 
After passing Sandy Hook alio had the 
whole sea to herself, and Capt. Crucker 
evidently meant to see that she kept it 
He stood much closer to wind than did 
Capt, Carter. 

Sandy Hook. 2:20 p m.— - The Puritan 
passed buoy at 15:04 and Genesta 3:10 1(1. 

West Bank, Sept. 14—3:30 p. m —The 
Puritan has sot her balloon jib and is go- 
ing home, She leads by one milo. The 
Genesta has just set her spanker. 

The Puritan in passing Sandy Hook 
was half a mile ahead of the Genesta. 
After passing the hook each yacht waB in 
turn delayed by the strong ebb tide which 
sets in with great force at this poin'. The 
tide proved more sorious to the Genesta 
than to the Puritan. The latter, however, 
recovered hor lost ground and even gained 
a little before) reaching the southwest sni. 
buoy . 

At 3:35 the Puritan went on pnit tack, 
reaching in toward tho Je-eey shoto. Tho 
yachts wero thon off the hospital ship. 
The Puritan went about on starboard tack 
and tho Gonesta took port tack. Tho 
Puritan at 3:33'15 rounded tho southwest 
spit and the Genesta at 3:-l2'40. 

Sandy Hook, Sopt. 14—4 p. m. — Tho 
Puritan passed tho imaginary line drawn 
from hero towards Princess bay 8 minutes 
and !5 seconds ahead of the Genesta, 

4:05 p. ni, — The Puritan has just passed 
the hospital ship, with tho Gonesta way 
asttrn. 

Fort Hamilton, Sept. 14—4:40 p. m. — 
The Puritan wins thu race, crossing the 
winning line at 4:B8i. Tho Gonesta 
crossed the line at 4:44i.

St. Petersburg, Sept. G. — The pre- 
cautionary measures taken for the 
Czar's safety at Kremsier are nothing 
compared to those deemed. necessary for 
his Majesty's security at homo. Thus 
in anticipation of tho Emperor's visit 
to Kief the police authorities of Odes- 
sa made 150 domiciliary searches at 
the lodgings of students and other 
young people, and wherever books or 
papers in the slightest degree suspici- 
ous were found the owner was marcher' 
off to prison. This took place the nif,.

later that the majority was released. 
The rest were detained in consequence 
of the alleged discovery of a plot 
against the Czar's life.

That J. B. Haggin, the San Francisco Mr. George Taylor, an experienced oil 

man from l'etrolia, Canada, and Penn- 
sylvania, brought to this oflice yesterday 
a bottle of what his knowledge of the 
article warrants him in declaring to 
bo crude pretolouni of good quality. It 
was discovered by a Mr. Macdonald, 
floating on the surface of a small creek 
about 100 miles distant from Victoria and 
outside tho railway belt.

A Catholic Congress. 

Cardinal Manning lends his aid to a 
proposition to hold in London a coi)«:ot>3 
of English-speaking Catholics from all 
quarters of the globe. In a recent inter- 
view ho summarizes the moat important 
matters that would come before such a 
convention, as follows: 

First — Wo should look for statistics of 
tho church and its progress among tho 
several English-spoaking peoploB of tho 
nations represented. 

Second — Our views on English popular 
devotions. 

Third — Ecclesiastical muBio, on which 
we should undoubtedly fall out, though 
we agreed on one faith. 

Fourth — Education, taking in eccle- 
siastical, the higher and primary educa- 
tion. 

Fifth — A full consideration of tho 
workiiigman'a interests and our families 
generally. 

Sixth — Tho subject of social evils. 
Here our labors would be of incalculable 
value. You have no doubt hoard of the 
painful consideration of this subject that 
has been recently forcod upon this coun- 
try. 

Seventh — Tho subject of emigration 
would bo a Geld for much needed enlight- 
enment. Through ignorance on this sub- 
ject a vast amount of misery is worked 
every year and chiefly among thoBe of our 
own church. Where to emigrato, when 
to emigrate and when not to emigrato ate 
points on which much enlightenment is 
needed, and I have not the least doubt 
that in such a great gathering as this con- 
gress would bo this matter would receive 
the fullest and moat reliable ventilation. 

Eighth— One of tho great works of 
good the congress could accomplish would 
be to formulate some system of inter- 
national correspondence and co-operation 
among English-speaking Catholics. But 
these are only the heads of some of the 
subjects that would come up for consid- 
eration. 

When questioned as to what was meant 
by "popular devotions," he said ho meant 
the using of vernacular dovotioiiB, or do- 
votions in English, iu Catholic churches. 
He said that Engliah-spoakirig people 
want every thing that is worth saying to 
be said in their own language. It is 
this that gives tho English language its 
aggressive character.

The public mooting of the anti-Chinese 
union ut Harmony hall hist evening was 
well attended. Mr. Tucklield called the 
mooting to order, and Mr. Ilaughton was 
elected chsirmaii. 

Tho lir.it resolution was proposed by 
Mr. TuokSeld. seconded by Mr. Mason, 
us follows: That this anti Chinoso moot- 
ing, in open session, being loyal to our 
Queon and country, and iu the advocacy 
of thib great question being opposed to 
all forma of violence and force other than 
logal and moral, but at the same time bo 
ing conscious of tho insidious, degrading 
and ruinous character of cheap slavo Chi- 
nese labor in competition with white, and 
of the almost irresistible temptation aris- 
ing therefrom to contractors, manufac- 
turers ami capitalists, horoby expresses 
its intense abhorrence thereof and its 
strung conviction of the necessity of 
organized and persistent public action to 
gradually lessen the pernicious growth of 
this entire evil. Be it therefore resolved 
that all representatives of tho people, 
especially the public officials, magistrates 
and municipal councils, supremo court 
judges, and all executive authorities or 
officers municipal, provincial and federal, 
bo respectfully requested and urged 
to effectively apply and exercise 
in tho spirit and letter tho laws 
already or that may bo enacted 
bearing on this Biibject; and this meeting 
would still further especially direct the 
attention of tho municipal council of Vic- 
toria to tho necessity of increased sur- 
veillance on the part of tho police to the 
enforcement of sanitary -nieasuros, tho 
cubic air by law, and the keeping clear 
through Chinatown of the stroot gutters; 
to tho suppression of opium smoking and 
gambling, and also increased diligence in 
tho collection of licenses, taxes, peddlers 
and such like, and that tho mooting for- 
ward a copy of thi3 resolution to the 
mayor and ttio provincial socretary for 
their earnest co-operation in tho movo- 
mont. 

This waa supported by Mr. Stewart and 
carried.

Medals for Canadians." 

London, Sept. 7. — Tho question of 
the advisability of granting medals to 
the Canadian soldiers who were en- 
gaged in the work of suppressing the 
Riel rebellion in the North- West, has 
been under consideration at the War 
Office for some time. There was marked 
difference of opinion, uot as to the 
bravery of the Canadian volunteers or 
their deserving a recognition of their 
services, but whether it is desirable un- 
der any circumstances to grant a med- 
al where the strife is a civil one, and 
where tho recollections of a conflict 
will by this means be perpetuated, 
which had better be buried. The ex- 
ample of the United States Govern- 
ment was referred to, which issued no 
medals after the civil war, although 
numerous cases of almost unparalled 
bravery were conspicuous. However, 
those who favored granting your citizen 
soldiers a distinctive mark of approba- 
tion prevailed, and the War Office re- 
commended the issue of medals, and 
the Queen has given the recommenda- 
tion her approval.

Tho "Old Leather" Tramp.

A familiar character in certain sections 
of Connecticut and New York state is 
known as "the old leather tramp. " At 
intervals of thirty-four days he has per- 
ambulated a, wide district, with self built 
huts or other self-appointed stopping 
places, for the last twenty-seven years, 
lie is generally punctual, if not to the 
minute, yet to the hour. One of his huts, 
built of railway ties, is 100 rods up a 
mountain, the material being transported 
by his own physical strength, llo has 
also caves in which he finds shelter. His 
tour is liOfi miles, of which there aro 240 
miles in Connecticut, traveled by him iu 
twenty-two days, and 120 miles in the 
stato of New York, to which ho devotes 
twelve days. 

He has a leather suit of clothes. It 
was recently ascertained that he was 4 
French Catholic, OH years of ago, who be- 
lieves that he is doing penance in expia- 
tion of some great sin committed long 
ago.

It was not 
frozen, its body heat being reduced 
only to 43 degrees. Live frogs becamo 
quite solid in half an hour at 20 to tS0 de- 
grees below zero, and In two instances re- 
covered from the freezing. Intense cold 
for many hours failed to destroy micro- 
scoping organisms, whose vitality was 
simply arrested by freezing, and was re- 
sumed when a suitablo temperature was 
restored.

Win Municipal Chemical laboratory, nnd 
tlio Promptness of Its Analyses— 
How an Official Certificate Is . 
Obtained— Convlotlons. 



ITarls Cor. San Francisco Chronicle. 
M. Leon Say once remnrkcd that {fibre 
■was In France a monde des fraudeura, by 
• : - - which I think he mefint to express the 
idea that there is over here a lot of peo- 
ple who avowedly livo by fraud aud are 
none the less recognized by their fellow- 
citizens on that accouut, just as thore arc 
circles which society recognizes and 
i ,' . honors under the names of monde diplo- 
'matique, mondo nrtistlquo, etc. But 
' • thore is also a monde do froudeurs which 
lives and grows fat by the adulteration of 
things that we eat and drink, aud who 
thus not only rob but poison their fellow- 
j citizena Adulterations of this sort wero 
practiced in France from the earliest 
times, aud in one of his books Pliny 
vehemently condciiKis the wine merchants 
., of Marseilles for tiruir pructice of using 
aloes to strengthen the weak stuff they 
. i shipped to the Roman market 

Since Pliny's day things kept on grow- 
' Ing worse and worse until finally the)' 

• reached such a pass that it became neces-. 
sary to provide means for the protection 

. of the public who wero being poisoned, so 
i to speak, on a wholesale scale by all that 
they ate and drank. After several unsuc- 
cessful attempts a municipal chemical 
labratory was established, anil operations 
were begun in 1881. Since then it has 
done a world of good, for every one has 
the right to lake to it a sample of any 
alimentary substauco that h" may pur- 
chase and have it analyzed. 

There aro two kinds of analyses— one a 
"qualitative," absolutely gratuitous, the 
other, a "quantitative, " for which thero 
is a lixed fee of $2. In the first case the 
laboratory restricts its report to the 
quality of the substance; that Is, to stat- 
ing whether it is good or bud, and whether 
it is or i« not in jurious to the health In 
the second case this report is accompanied 
with a statement of the various elements 
out of which the substance analyzed is 
composed and the proportionate quanti- 
ties of each. 

The modus operandi for procuring one 
or the other of these ollicial certificates is 
the same. All one has to do is to take tho 
Bumplo to be analyzed to the nearest com- 
missionaire of police, who, after taking 
down the name and address of the person 
from whom the article was purchased aud 
price paid for it, gives a numbered receipt, 
and the applicant is told to call in a fort- 

• night for the report. If the analysis is to 
be merely qualitivo, tho receipt is printed 
on white paper; if you have paid your 10 
francs for a quantitive analysis, you get 
a pink receipt. Tho next morning the 
prison van carries all the samples re- 
ceived at each police station, along with 
tho rogues arrested over night, io iho cen- 
tral station, nnd the former are turned 
oyer to M. Girard and his assistant chem- 
ists, who occupy a large room at the baok 

.•; ' end'of one of the courts of the prefecture. 
Few people in l'aris have any idea of tho 
immense amount of work accomplished 
iu this laboratory, which is m< uuted. 
in a complete manner. Thirty chemists 
.- are kept hard at work all day: twenty 
>.-."j charcoal fires are glowing from morning 
to night under innumerable retorts and 
strange-shaped vessels of all sizes. Every 
sample- received is examined that same 
day, .and besides these tho laboratory has 
to analyze a great many other things sent 
in by the prefecture of police, tho oclroi, 
tho prisons, tho hospitals, the military au- 
thorities and the suburban municipalities, 
A Bample comes into tho hands of tho 
expert unaccompanied by any other indi- 
cation than a White or pink label, oil 
which is the samo number borno by the 
receipt held by tire depositor. The 
chemist not only does not know where it 
came from, but is ignorant as to its 
nature. II is analysis completed, ho 
registers the result in a hook. The head 
of the laboratory then makes out the re- 
port of tho analysis, which is sent to tho 
commissure of police for delivery to tho 
depositor, and at the foot of this report is 
printed the following note: "Any person 
using the above for the purpose o'f injur- 
ing tho reputation of any one will bo 
;uilty of tho misdemeanor of defama- 



This is the end of the matter If the 
sample examined is all right, but if any 
adulteration or framl of any kind has 
been discovered in it tho head of the 
laboratory sends two inspectors to the 
man from whom the article was pur- 
chased by the depositor. There are forty- 
five of these inspectors, aud they are all 
graduates of a medical or pharmaceutical 
college, or are students iu their third 
year. who have passed prior to their ap- 
pointment a special examination in chem 
istry. They arc all commissioned as com- 
missaires ck police, and have authority to 
call in tho . sistancc of the police in mak- 
ing such searches as they may deem ueo 
essary. 

They rarely haye occasion to resort to 
extreme measures, for shopkeepers know 
better'than to make their case worse by a 
useless resistance, and allow them to 
take possession of the samples they are in 
search of, that is, the samples of all tho 
articles which seem to them suspicions- 
looking. Each sample is divided into two 
equal parts; these are sealed up and signed 
by both the commissioners iu the presence 
of the shopkeeper, who then adds his 
signature. This done they proceed to a 
summary test of the suspected articles, 
the result of which is recorded, and every- 
thing that the proprietor of tho shop sees 
fit'to say in explanation is also taken 
• down in writing, (.'no of the two samples 
thus obtained is now carefully, analyzed 
at the laboratory and the other is sout 
with the report of this analysis to the cor 
rectional police court. 

Here the duties of the laboratory come 
to an end; its bead has no power to insti- 
tute criminal proceedings against the dis- 
honest shopkeeper; his role consists of in- 
dicating to t'.e court that a misdemeanor 
has, in his opinion, been committed and 
in furnishing the evidence on which the 
opinion is based. Unless the shopkeeper 
has made an avowal, the court now or- 
ders auother analysis by its own experts 
of the samples seized anil the .case fol- 
lows the ordinary routine; if finally con- 
victed, the accused is punished by an im- 
prisonment of from three months to two 
years and a line which cannot exceed 500 
francs, and a copy of the sentence is 
ptosted up on the door of his shop.

— Tho well-known 
figure of OoK William Yolland, G. B., 
R, E.j F. R. &, where i military ereefc- 
ness contended- with . the weight of 
seventy-five years, could until recently 
be seen 'almost daily in "Whitehall en- 
tering the T3oard of Trade, where be 
had bis dikes as Inspector of railways. 
His death is announced to-day. He 
studied at Woolwich,- and obtained. his 
comniisaiou as second lieutenant of 
Royal Engineers in 18&8, and rose by 
successive steps till he was made a col- 
onel in. the army by brevet in 1858. 
He was in Canada from 1830 till 1834- 
5, engaged in engineering work prior to 
the opening of the first Canadian rail- 
way, tho Montreal and St. John, in 
183G. On his return to this country lie 
joined the Ordnance 'survey, and was 
entrusted with the preparation for 
publication of the astronomical obser- 
vations 'made with Rauisden's zenith 
sector, which was destroyed by fire in 
tho Tower in 1841. In 1854 he was 
appointed one of the inspectors of rail- 
ways under the Board of Trade, and 
was subsequently appointed Chief In- 
spector.
